AMMAN, Jordan (AP) - Armored cars and steel-helmeted 
troops today patrolled the streets of the Jordanian capital, still 
gripped 
by tension following widespread street fighting 
Monday in which 16 persons were reported killed and 40 
wounded. 
King Hussein clamped a heavy guard on his restive, divided 
country in an attem pt to prevent further clashes between 
troops loyal to him and the Palestime guerrilla groups who 
have made his kingdom a base for terrorist operations against 
Israel. 
All demonstrations were banned until further notice. An 
18-hour curfew, between 4 p.m. and 10 a.m., was imposed. 
The government announced the arrest of an undisclosed 
number of guerrilla leaders charged with responsibility for 
Monday’s violence, the bloodiest confrontation so far between 
the army and the guerrilla groups demanding a free hand 
against Israel. 


Red Attack Increase Reported 


SAIGON (AP) - The South Vietnamese government said 
today that a Communist document seized a few days ago 
contained orders from Hanoi to step up military and political 
activity all over South Vietnam after the United States 
stopped the bombing of North Vietnam. 
There was no indication yet that the enemy orders is being 
put into effect, and the lull in the ground war continued. But 
informed sources said American air attacks on the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail through Laos have been tripled since the bombing 
of the North was halted last Friday. The sources said that 300 
Air Force and Navy bombers are now daily attacking the 
jungle trails down which North Vietnamese troops and 
supplies travel to South Vietnam. 
The South Vietnamese political warfare department issued 
a “ special release” saying Communist political commissars at 
the regional and provincial levels in South Vietnam have 
received orders from Hanoi to increase “ their military, 
political and enemy troop action activities throughout the 
territory of South Vietnam after the United States stops the 
bombing of North Vietnam.”

NEW YORK (AP) - The major public opinion polls were 
split as the nation began voting today. A last-minute Harris 
poll showed Democrat Hubert H. Humphrey leading for the 
first time, 43 to 40 per cent over Republican Richard M. 
Nixon. 
The final Harris survey, released Monday afternoon, 
indicated a swing of 5 per cent to Humphrey in 24 hours. It 
was dismissed by John N. Mitchell, N ixon’s national campaign 
manager, as a “ gratuitous concoction.” 
The final Gallup poll which was published Monday 
morning showed Nixon ahead 42 to 40 per cent with 14 per 
cent for third party candidate George C. Wallace and 4 per 
cent undecided. 
Both the Gallup and Harris polls have showed Humphrey 
gaining momentum in recent weeks. Democratic National 
Chairman Lawrence F. O ’Brien said the final Harris survey 
showed the vice president was “over the top now.” 


Clear Skies Relieve Flooding 


VEltCELLI, Italy (AP) - The skies cleared over northern 
Italy today after 84 hours of rain, and waters began receding 
in a triangle of death and ruin along the south slopes of the 
Alps. 
Floods and landslides took at least 102 lives there and 
other persons were missing. 
“The worst seems to be over,” said an official of Vercelli 
province, in the hardest hit region between Milan and Turin. 
“The water is receding and colder weather in the Alps has 
checked the runoff.” 
But as the northern tributaries emptied floodwaters into 
the Po, Italy’s greatest river, officials went on the alert for new 
dangers in that river’s basin. Low-lying areas were ordered 
evacuated as a precautionary measure.

The dollar which the federal employes receive in wages 
comes out of the United States Treasury. The dollar 
received by the federal employe did not come from taxes 
paid by government employes. It had to come from some 
outside source, that is. from individuals not on the 
government payroll or from fully taxed private industry 
and business. 
In a sense, the federal employe pays no income tax. he 
merely kicks back part of his salary to his boss. 
Every individual and every business has certain basic 
minimum needs that must be met for survival. If the level 
of taxation reaches a point where the minimum running 
expenses of a business cannot be met, insolvency results.

Museum in San Francisco, the 
Museum of Fine Arts. Houston. 
Tex., and the Cummer Gallery of 
Art. Jacksonville. Fla. 
Kensett, the son of an engraver 
and at first an engraver himself, 
became a leading landscapist of 
the 1850 s and 1860 s. a second 
generation leader of the Hudson 
River group. 
Where does he stand in the per­ 
spective of a century? 
He seems to be less dramatic 
than a predecessor, Thomas Cole, 
or one of Kensett’s contempo­ 
raries, Alfred Bierstadt. Art histo­ 
rian 
E.P. 
Richardson 
classifies 
him with a small group of Am eri­ 
can “ luminists” who were inter­ 
ested in the effects of light 
This characteristic is evident in 
the show, which was organized bv

H o w a t 
of t he

New York. It contains 47 exam­ 
ples of Kensett’s works.

The Hudson River school was 
addicted to large, impressive can­ 
vases.

They are most effec­ 
tive planted in small clumps and 
are ideal for rock gardens and 
mix 1 borders. 
Excellent for massing in beds 
and borders because of their 
sturdy short stems are Single 
Early tulips. For combined color 
and form, the Single Early tulips 
have decorative value beyond 
compare. 
The bold, attractive Double 
Early tulips are highly esteemed 
by gardeners because of their 
resemblance to peonies. They are 
also excellent for mass plantings 
in beds and borders. 


Triumph Tulips 
Triumph tulips produce large 
blossoms on strong, stiff stems 
which makes them still another 
class suitable for mass plantings 
in exposed situations. They are 
also excellent for indoor forcing. 
The Triumphs include a wide 
range of colors and they appear 
in the garden toward the end of 
April. 
Darwin Hybrids were first in­ 
troduced into this country after 
World W ar II. The immense, 
striking blooms appear in mid­ 
season, often attaining a height 
of 28 inches. They are a cross be­ 
tween Darwin and Fosteriana 
tulips and have the largest blos­ 
soms in the tulip family. The 
stately Darwin Hybrids are noted

The Darwins are the supreme 
example of the tulip family, rank­ 
ing first among Spring-flower­ 
ing bulbs. The height, strength 
and beauty of a Darwin tulip 
combine to give it so majestic 
an appearance that no garden 
should he without some.
